FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



The Lord has risen ; it is true! Through our 
baptism, he calls us to proclaim new life to the 
world.

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Two weeks ago at Pastoral Ministry 
Days I was struck by one of Bishop Cupich 
comments on the Liturgy that we are called to 
experience and encounter the rich symbols and 
rituals within our liturgy without trying to 
explain them first. It is in experiencing them 
first that we begin to unpack their meaning in 
our lives. This reinforced for me the excellent 
formation in Liturgy I received from St. Paul 
Seminary School of Divinity, in St. Paul, 
Minnesota. 

It made me think about the movie by 
Mel Gibson, The Passion of The Christ which is 
packed full of rich symbols of our Catholic faith 
tradition. Last week we had two discussions 
groups that gathered to unpack this powerful 
movie. We talked about how different our 
experience would have been if Mel Gibson 
would have explained every thing to us first or 
as the movie progressed. 

I think this would have taken away 
from my encounter with the movie; not giving 
me the opportunity to experience the rich 
symbolism first hand. To ponder the symbols in 
my own heart first and then to begin to ask the 
questions why did this scene or that scene touch 
me so much. It piqued my curiosity so much 
that it drew me back to the four passion counts 
in the Gospels, to ponder them again in a new a 
light. In a way this reminds me of what we call 
in the Church 1 "Mystagogy", simply meaning

the interpretation of mystery. In the second 
century in the Christian Tradition, Mystagogy 
referred to the post-baptismal catechesis 
delivered to the neophytes during the "week of 
white robes". This period of instruction lasted 
for five to seven days during the Easter week. 
The purpose of the mystagogical catechesis was 
to explain to the newly baptized the spiritual 
and theological significance of the various 
signs, symbols and gestures of the initiation 
rites that they had experienced on Holy 
Saturday Night. 

This period of Mystagogy disappeared 
as a form of liturgical catechesis in Church 
during the Middle Ages. It was reintroduced 
into the Church beginnings with the changes of 
Vatican II and became part of the Rite of 
Christian Initiation of Adults in 1972. 
Throughout the Easter season we will be 
focusing on the mystagogical catechesis as well 
as parishioners sharing their Lenten journey and 
celebration of the Triduum.

Scripture 

• They put him to death by hanging him 
on a tree. This man God raised on the 
third day and granted that he be 
visible, not to all the people, but to us, 
(Acts 10:39b,40) 

• I shall not die, but live, aid declare 
the works of the LORD." (Psalm 
118:17) 

• For you have died, and your life is 
hidden with Christ in God. 
(Colossians 3:3) 

• Mary of Magdala came to the tomb 
early in the morning, while it was still 
dark, and saw the stone removed from 
the tomb. (John 20:1) 

• Then the other disciple also went in, 
the one who had arrived at the tomb 
first, and he saw and believed. For 
they did not yet understand the 
Scripture that he had to rise from the 
dead. (John 20:8,9) 

Reflection 

• What was Mary of Magdala seeking 
at "the tomb early in the morning?" 

• What did the other disciple see in the 
empty tomb? 

• What are you seeking this Easter from 
the resurrection of Jesus? 

• How is your life hidden with Christ 
in God? Does the mystery of the 
cross and resurrection do for you what 
you are unable to do for yourself? 

Real death is separation from God, and 
this is unbearable; real death is faithlessness, 
hopelessness, and lovelessness... 

Real death is the chaos where human 
beings find themselves when they disobey the 
Father, it is the tangled web to which they are 
reduced by their passions, it is the total defeat of 
all their dreams of greatness, it is the 
disintegration of their whole personality. 

Real death is emptiness, darkness, 
desolation, despair, hatred, destruction. 

So ... Christ agreed to enter this death, 
into this separation, so as to identify himself 
with all who were in separation, and to save 
them. 

When he touched the depths of their 
despair he announced hope with his 
resurrection. 

When he was immersed in their darkness he 
made the brightness of the truth burst forth with 
his resurrection. 

When engulfed by the abyss of their 
lovelessness he showed them the infinite joy of 
love with his resurrection. By rising from the 
dead, he made all things new. 

By rising from the dead he opened new heavens. 
By rising from the dead he opened new life.
